THE HOSPITAL 
SCHEME , 

We notice in the “Irma Times” 
that the people ‘of that district are 
much agrieved ovey the allotment of 
the tefritory in the proposed Wain- 
wright Hospital district. Their argu- 
ment evidently rested on the supposi- 
tion that the department - of public 
health should establish small cottage 
hospitals in Wainwright, Irma, Ed- 
gerten and Chauvin. 

From what we understand the de- 
partment would not establish that 
many hospitals in this district as the 
the territory from which to draw rev- 
enue would be too small for each one. 
Irma has proposed for her territory 
all that land lying west up to within 
six miles of Wainwright. Edgerton 
would probably feel liké appropriat- 
ing for her hospital land to within the 
‘same distance, Wainwright would 
‘have to draw her finances from terri- 
tory either straight up to ‘the blue 
sky» or down to the centre of the 
earth, or in other wosds be left out 
in the cold. This being the largest 
town in the district as well as being 


_in the centre of the riding, it would 


hardly seem that this is a fair way to 
took at the matter. 

Even if hospitals were established 
at Irma, and Edgerton the Depart- 
ment ef Public Health, in all prob- 
wbility would fot sanction the erec- 
tion of a hospital any larger than 
hine or ten beds in each place, the 
combined capacity of which wauld not 
be any more than twenty ‘beds at the 
largest estimate. 

On the other hand, the 1 
a single hospital here, with a capacity 
of twenty-five or more beds would 
ive greater accommodation, better 
service and have a lower cost of main- 
tenance. 

It is not the desire of the people 
of thie town to exclude the villages 
along this line from the benefits to 
be derived from the hospital, 
will have the opportunity 
coming in by petition.

HEAVY CUTS ON LIGHT 
CATTLE 


W.. F. Stevens, live stock commis- 
sioner of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, sends out the fol- 
lowing circular: 

It is reported that at a meeting 
composed of representatives of the 
Packing interests, the British pur- 
chasing agent’ and the food control 
board, it was decided that the food 
situation is such that the slaughter of 
immature and unfinished cattle should 
be discouraged in every way possible. 

One of the means adopted: and the 
one that hits back at the farmer, was 
the decision by the British Purchasing 
agent that no carcasses will be accept- 
ed that weigh less than 500 pounds. 
That act limits the sfe of light’ and 
unfinished cattle to the local market, 
and is very likely to result in a heavy 
cut of cattle of that class. 

It is: not too late for the farmer 
whose pasture is short to protect 
himself against loss. If he has a piece 
of summerfallowed land or of break- 
ing and his district has been favor- 
ed with a good rain, he can sow dwarf 
Essex pape or white turnips during 
the first half of July and pasture them 
off during the last half of September 
and‘the month of October. By so do- 
ing, many an animal can be brought 
to the required weight and increased 
in price as well. 

The heavy weights and high prices 
bring the large yeturns, while the 
light weights and heavy cuts in price 
destroy profits.

In the exiperiment carried on at the 
experimental farm in the spring of 
1o17wit h Leghorn chickens, the sale 
of the cockerels paid alt’ expenses for 
incubation, “brooding and feed for 
themselves and pullets up until, the 
first of September. When fhe pullets 
went into winter quarters on Novem- 
ber Ist, they had cost over and ahove 
what had. been paid by the sale of the 
cockerels, just 3.9 cents each. This 
experiment showed not only that it 
paid to sell the co¢kerels early, but it 
also demonstrated that pullets could 
be raised “much cheaper than they 
sould be bought in the fall.

The financial end of any enterprice 
is one which determines itse success: 
If we have the larger area with a 
minimum amount of taxation it will 
positively assure the success of the 
hospital from a financial view Point. 
In determining -the revenue from a 
smaller area one is liable to bé mis- 
led by the supposition that a certain 
amount could be raised from a stated 
area. Any one who has had anything 
with the collection of texes 
knows full well that such a thing as 
a fully paid up tax assessment is a 
rariety. From twenty to thirty per 
cent of all taxes are nearly always 
in arrears. This fact would *consid- 
erably embarrass a hespital board 
who had ‘based their expenditures on 
the total amount that should be raised 
every year. With the larger area the 
tax rate can be adjusted to allow for 
arrears, d make financing an. easy 
matter. ny ‘enterprise that is com- 
pelled to pay large amounts in inter- 
est charges is not.on the way to suc- 
cess. ° 

In reviewing” this question bear in 
mind that both the department of 
public health and the people of Wain- 
wright are desirous of placing the 
hospital in a glace where it will serve 
the most people at the minimum of 
exPense with the best satisfaction to 
everybody. |When the lives of our 
people are in jeopardy, there should 
be no hésitation in erecting the best 
hospital with the most capable assis- 
tants that can be secured, and such 
will only be the case provided that 
a large hospital is erected.
